Alderman Byrne said that there oie to 
be a minority report, informing the Parliamen- 
tary Committee that a majority of the Board 
were in favour of the bill, but thet six or 
seven membors were opposed to the bill until 
it contained proposals for the exteneion of the 
franchise. 

The Secretary said that tho form had to 
be filled up. 

It was decided to give the assent to the 
bill. Some members notified their dissent. 

A letter was received from Mr. James Henry, 
the Revising Barrister, testifying to the valu- 
able help which he received from the Secretary 
and the officials of the Board in preparing 
the franchise list for the election of the 
members of the Board. 

The Secretary, replying to questions, said 
that there were on the franchise list the names 
of 3,768 voters, there being a couple of hundred 
added to the former list. “ It is a perfect list,” 

added, “ representing all the various’ in- 
terests."" They paid £73 to the Revising Barris- 
ter, and the total cost of proparing the lists 
was £400. 

Mr. Field—We pay £400 for a fancy fran- 
chise. 


STORAGE OF PETROL. 

A letter was read from Messts. James Adam 
and Sons applying for half an acre of land for 
the Petrol Users and Trade Supply Society, 
Ltd., upon which they desired to erect a petrol 
store. They suggested that the rent should not 
be more than £70 or £80 a year over and 
above taxes, the term of letting to be for five 
years. 

The Chairman suggested that the matter be 
referred to the Finance Committeo. 

Mr. McCullagh said that in view of the ex- 
tent of their area at the extension it would be 
desirable that the whole question of the storage 
of petrol should be referred to the [ingineer 
for a report. It was undesirable that these 
petrol stores should be dovetailed amongst other 
industries. 

The matter was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee and Engineer. 

A TORPEDOED VESSEL. 

Arising out of a communication stating that 
the sum of £4,800 had been received as the 
award of the arbitrator in the case of the 
ss. “ Grainton,”’ and s\yzeesting that the matter 
be referred to the Pilctage Committee for ap- 
portionment of the amount between the parties 
interested, | 

Alderman Byrne said that in connection with 
this award the miserable sum of £304 out of 
£4.800 had been offered to the crews of the two 
Port Board tugs for their services to this 
torpedoed vessel. , 

The Chairman suggested that this was a 
question to be discussed before the Pilotage 
Committee. 

Alderman Byrne said that he might not be 
present at the Pilotage Committee meeting, and 
ho wished to point out that £504 was a hope- 
lessly inadequate sum to offer these crews for 
the risks they had run. Every honest man

AND FRANCE, 

Bmphasising the momentous character of the 
sabject® which M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lioyd 
George have met to discuss, J'he T'imes, in a 
ieoding article to-day, says:—Seldom have 
gaiemeú and peoples had to undertake a task 
more arduous and more exacting. We cannot

necessary to dwell upon the problems that con- 
wont them. Russia in a welter of anarehy and 
blood; Turkey in a political and economic chaos, 
out of which the beginnings of order cannot rise 
until peace with her has been conchuded; the 
‘ature of Constantinople undecided ; the position 
in the Adriatic unsettled and threatening to be- 
came the source of fresh conflagrations; a great 
part of Central and Eastern Europe exposed to 
emistarvation, and to the wild passions to 
ghich prolonged suffering makes men prone— 
these are amongst the most obvjous of the 
veighty matters which England and France 
have to debate together. More immediate than 
w of them, though all are urgent, is the 
sititude of Germany on the ratification of the 
peace. Shi has been warned “' for the last time,” 
and. should she neglect the warning, the Allies 
must be prepared to take the measures which 
her conduct would impose upon them. The re- 
lus of the American Senate to ratify the 
Covenant and the Treaty as they stand has 
pooessariiv added in an incaleulable degree to 
the load of responsibilities which now weighs 
upon America’s English and French Associates. 
Mr. Liord George has declared many times 
that peace is impossible until Russian Bolshe- 
vism has been quelled. Of M. Clemenceau’s 
view there can be no question. They are not 
wicd to impose upon England and France un- 
bearable sacrifices to save Russia. They are to 
do the utmost which the circumstances of these 
countnes allow in, assisting her by all moral 
means to throw off the horrible yoke under 
which she groans. Above all,. upon this, and 
upon all other subjects, they are asked to de- 
ede upon a common policy which shall be clear 
and firm, and to renounce the vacillation that 
has marred so largely the past plans of the

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THE HOME RULE BILL.

MANSION HOUSE. 

Considerable military activity was manifested 
in Dublin from an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing, when a number of houses in which leading 
figures in the Sinn Fein movement reside were 
searched and two arrests were made. The pre- 
vailing opinion was that the authorities con- 
templated another “ round-up,” but that in- 
formation of the proposed coup had leaked out, 
with the result that almost all the men whom 
it was rumoured that the police sought to arrest 
were away from home at the time of the raids. 

The first indication that anything was on 
foot was observed shortly after seven o'clock, 
when a number of motor lorries, carrying fully- 
armed soldiers, passed through the streets. At 
the same time detachments of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police left their barracks, under 
the command of inspectors. | 


THE SEARCHES. 

One of the first houses visited was that of 
Count Plunkett, in Fitzwilliam square. An 
exhaustive ‘search of the premises was made, 
Count Plunkett 
was in the house at the time. The residence of 
Aldecisien n Thomas Kelly, 23 Longwood avenue, 
South Cireular road, was also searched. When 
the door had been opened for the police Alder- 
man Kelly came downstairs, and on being told 
that he was wanted, went upstairs and dressed. 
He was then placed in a waiting military lorry, 
which drove to Bride street, where Mr. Samuel!

THE DEPORTATIONS.

IMPORTANT MATTERS 


DISCUSSED. 

M. Clemenceau arrived in London shortly 
after ten yesterday morning, and was cordially 
greeted at the station by Mr. Lloyd George, 
Lord Curzon, Mr. Walter Long, and others. . He 
proceeded to 10 Downing street for a conver- 
sation with the British Prime Minister. After 
luuching at the French Embassy, M. Clemen- 
ceau, accompanied by the French Ambassador 
and the Minister who accompanied him frem 
France, again visited Mr. Lioyd George at the 
latter’s official residence, where Earl Curzon and 
Mr, Balfour joined the party. The conversations 
did not end until nearly 5.30. It is presumed 
that the French representatives, other than M. 
Clemenceau, did not participate in the whole of 
the discussion, but were at band if required in 
an advisory capacity. 

M. Fleurion, of the French Embassy, and Sir 
Maurice Hankey were also of the number. It 
may be taken that matters of mutual interest 
to the two countries arising out of the war and 
the peace settlement were debated. The con- 
fabulation will be resumed to-day. M. Clemen- 
ceau remains till Saturday, and will be received 
by the King. 

Reuter’s Agency learns from a French source 
that M.- Clemenceau came to London on the in- 
vitation of Mr. Lloyd George to discuss the 
situation arising from the application of the 
Treaty of Peace and the attitude of Germany. 
The two Prime Ministers found that they were 
in complete accord in this particular point. 
They also examined various questions interest- 
ing Great Britain and France, on which they 
arrived at results with which they are fully satis- 
fied. To-day, M. Clemenceau and Mr. Lloyd 
George will take up other points of more general 
interest, affecting not only Great Britain and 
France, but also Italy, and in these interviews 
M. Scialoja, the Italian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, will take part. M. Clemenceau dined 
last evening with some persona) friends. This 
evening he dines with Lord Curzon.

ATTEMPTED BANK 
ROBBERY IN LEEDS. 


MANAGER SHOT DEAD. 

A sensation was caused at Leeds yesterday 
afternoon by an atiempted bank robbery and 
the murder of the manager. The ecene of the 
crime was a branch eateblishment of the York- 
shire Penny Bank, situate at the junction of 
Servia road with Camp road, Just as the estab. 
lishment was closing for the day a stranger 
entered, and, holdimg up the staff with a 
revolver, ordered them to put up their hands 
The manager of the bank, Mr. E. P. 
refused to obey, and advaneéd towards the in- 
truder, who at once fired. Mr. Oates was shot 
through the head and instantly killed. The 


assailant thereupon took to his heels, and. ac-' 


cording to the testimony of people in the neigh- 
hourhood, was driven rapidly away in a motor 
car. which had been seen waiting near the bank. 

Whether the murderer succeeded in robbing 
the hank of any money is not at present clear. 
The police are said to be hot on the track of 
the fugitive, but up to last evening no arrest 
had been made. 

Mr. Oates bad been in the service of the bank 
for many years, and was a highly esteemed 
oficial. He was married, but leaves no children, 
The police incline to the opinion that the affair 
was planned and carried out by a gang, the 
other members of which were at hand with the 
motor car to enable the man entrusted with the 
hokl-up to make good his escape. 


Eye-witnesses stated that the murderer jumped: 


om to the atep of the motor car as it was being 
driven away. 

A later telegram says:-—The police state to- 
night that they have succeeded in tracing the 
perpetrator of the outrage, and that he was 
formerly « second lieutenant in the Devon 
Regiment, and is aged 24. After leaving the 
bank he re-entered the taxi that he had en- 
gaged, and drove to the house of friends with 
whom he had been staying.

THE BILL PASSED THROUGH 
COMMITTEE. 
——_+—— | 
MR. KELLY'S AMENDMENTS 

Standing Committee B of the House of 
Commons met again yesterday to consider the 
amendments on the paper to the Irish Land 
{Provision for Sailors and Soldiers) Bill. On 
the previous day the Committee met for that 
purpose, and, after a long delay, could not 
muster £ quorum, and therefore adjourned till 
yesterday. After the experience of an all-night 
sitting till six a.m., the prospects of forming & 
quorum yesterday morning were not bright. 
Eventually it was agreed to meet at four o'clock. 

The bill is intended to facilitate the provision 
of land in Ireland for men who have served in 
the Naval, Military, or Air. Forces of the 
Crown in the present war, and for other pur- 
poses incidental thereto. It is proposed to 
advance money for the purchase of such lands 
under the Land Purchase Acts. 

Those members of the Committee who bad 
assembled” at four o'clock grew restive at the 
half hour when there was still no quorum. On 
the appeal of the Chief Secretary the members 
remained on, and eventually, amid ironical 
cheers, sufficient members were whipped in to; 
enable the proceedings to commence. 

The first amendment was one by Mr. Kelly 
limiting the amount that could be advanced by 
the Estates Commissioners to £500 in any in- 
dividual case. He asked the Committee not to 
give the Commissioners a blank cheque, 
especially having regard to the number of 
applicants who had already applied for land. 
He thought that farms of good land could be 
obtained up to about 40 acres for £500. 

The Attorney-General— Where ? 

Mr. Kelly said that in many districts not 
contiguous to large towne. 

The Attorney-General—I would buy all that I 
could at the price. 

Mr. Kelly proceeded to argue that the pro- 
posed dealing with these men under this bill 
was on a most magnificent scale. It represented 
really a free gift of this land. They would 
regard it as a gift, at any rate. 

The Attorney-General said that it would not 
be a free gift at all. It would be repaid in the 
same way that repayments were being made 
by other Irish tenants who had had land al- 
lotted to them by the Estates Commissioners. 
That body had already advanced 150 millions 
for land for Irish tenant owners, and he thought 
that the body that had carried out that work 
might be safely left to administer the land 
purchased under this bill. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn, as 
wee one by Lt.-Col. Allen and others to insert 
“ officers, non-commissioned officer, or” in Clause 
1 before the word “ men,” that it would 
read ' mav be made to officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and men.” 

The Chief Secretary explained that the word 
men ” would in this sense include all ranks. 
On an amendment by Mr. Kelly limiting the 
advances to those with agricultural experience, 
the Attorney-General accepted the words, “ and. 
who «satisfy the Estates Commissioners as to 
their fitness and suitability.” 

POWERS OF THE LAND COMMISSION. 

The text of an amendment by Mr. Kelly 
caused a good deal of trouble, and almost led 
to disaster to the bill. The amendment was to 
leave out Paragraph C of Clavse 1, which gives 
outhority to the Land Commission to purchase 
lands. 

Mr. Kelly contended that that clause gave 
the Land Commissioners power to go where 
they liked, «nd take any lands that they wished 
from anybody in any circumstances. 

The Attorney-General—No, no. 

Mr. Kelly—There is nothing in the bill pre- 
venting them, and this power to the Land Com- 
missioners had already caused a great deal of 
anxiety amongst Irish smallholders, who feared 
that under this bill there would be power for 
the Commissioners to acquire their holdings uf 
they wished to do so. Surely there was already 
enough land held to provide for these soldiers 
without their going inte the country and taking 
economic land. which was being worked in a 
bona-fide manner ? 

The Attorney-General, in reply, said that i 
was quite impossible under the bill to do what 
the hon. gentleman had surgested--viz., take 
land which was already held unde? some pre 
vious Act. There was sufficient protection in 
those Acts to prevent anything of the kind 
There were two methods provided for the 
acquisition of the land under the scheme-~viz., 
voluntarity and “ompulscry purchase. They 
wanted’ to retain the power to purchase com- 
pulsorily, as otherwise they would be most 
certainly met with prohibitive prices if they 
could only proceed by voluntary purchase. 
The only case where compulsory purchase was 
wanted. was in the case of untenanted land 
which they desired to place in the hands of the

soldiors. 

After endeavouring to wring 
promises from the Attorney Genera! on the Re- 
port stage, Mr. Kelly reluctantly withdrew bis 
amendment. 

The same member, had proposed the 
whole of the amendments up to this point, 
now varied the procedure, but slightly, in pro 
posing one on behalf of Mr MacVeagh. This 
was to insert at the end of Clause 1, “ Such 
rules shall provide that existing schemes of re 
settlement by the Congested Distficts Boatd 
shall not be interfered with, and that the 
lative degree of congestion in any district shall 
he taken into consideration by the Land Com 
mission before land in that district is purchased 
for the purpose of this Act.” He said that he 
wanted to avoid any interference with a scheme 
which was in proceas of being carried out, and 
which but for the war would have been com- 
pleted. ' 

The Attorney-General said that this amend- 
ment would prevent the Lord Lieutenant from 
taking any land from the Congested Districts 
Board at all in any circumstances. He assured 
the hon. member that his fears were groundless. 

On this wussurance the amendment was with- 
drawn and Clause 1 was passed. 3 

On Clause 2, Mr. Kelly proposed the following 
as paragraph A, instead of that in the bill > 
‘Any transfer, sub-division or letting, or any 
contract, for any transfer, sub-division or letting, 
er any contract for any transfer, sub-division or 
letting, or any adjustment, letting, or letting 
in conacre, shall be wholly void and inoperative, 
except that any purported transfer, sub-division 
ot letting shall operate to revest the holding in 
the Land Commission, freed and discharged of 
anv claims thereon by the man tn whom the 
holding was vested,” g 

The Attorney-General said that it 
undesirable for a tenant to let his farm or his 
holding for a term of years, but owing to ill. 
health a holder might be unable at some time 
to work his holding satisfactorily, and, in that 
he thought he ought to be able to let a 
crop, or even let the place, or part of it, for 
a wear. But the amendment would preclude 
that. He (the Attorney-General) would accept 
the amendment subject to adjustment and con- 
acre being struck out of it. He would introduce 
the amended amendment on the Report stage. 

All the amendments having been disposed of, 

Major O'Neill proposed the following new 
clause :~“' In dealing with applications made in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act, re- 
gard shall, so far as is reasonably possible, he 
had for the wishes of individual applicants as 
to the locality in which they desire their land, 
lot. or cottage to be situated." 

This was accepted, and the bill, as amended,

THE DEBATE ADJOURNED. 


In the House of Commons. yesterday, 
Sir Auckland Geddes, in moving the, second 
reading of the Coal Industry (Emergency) Bill, 


said that it was one for which it would, per- 


haps, be difficult to find a single enthusiastic 


supporter in the House. (Laughter and ironical 
cheers.) But its justification lay in its history | 


and in the emergency which existed in connec- 
tion with the industry. It would waste time to 
reconstruct the incidents which led to the 


Sankey Committee and report, for they were 


common, knowledge. In that report it was sug- 
gested that there should be a limitation im- 
posed upon the profits of the owners as a 
whole, which ‘should be calculated upon the 
basis of ls. 2d. per ton of the output, and this 


bill followed automatically upon the Govern- 


ment's acceptance of that report. : ib was com- 
plicated and highly technical, and it was clear 
from criticisms which had come to his know- 
ledge that it was not completely understood. 


Taking first the miners’ side, there was extra- 


ordinary misapprehension in the minds of some. 
It had been said that the report was designed 
to put an end to the average wage of the Sist 


of March. That was clearly a misunderstand- 


ing. That was not the case. Tt had also been 
said thet this bill did something which it. did 
not, do+that, in fact, under the bill the owner 
would get the 6s. per ton instead of the 1s. 2d. 
which he appeared to get. . That was also 
entirely “wrong. Yet these, misapprehensions 
were fairly widely shared. Then they had the 


other side—that of the coal-owners. A circular 


had been issued by the Miners’ Association giv- 
ing a picture of the text of the bill which was 
entirely diverse from the real meaning. It had 
been circulated broadcast, and had created « 
great deal of distress in the minds of share- 
hokders in coal-mining companies, and one could 
not but regret that so inaccurate statements 
should be circulated by so responsible a body. 
For instance, it was stated that the profits of 
the coal trede were 25 millions before the wear, 
The real figure which 
it would have been fair to have taken as the 
average profit for five years before the war was 
almost exactly half. Instead of 25 millions it 
should have been £12,800;000. | 


WHAT THE BILL DOES: 


The first thing the bill did was to separate 
out those parts of every undertaking solely con- 
cerned with coal-getting. That was necessary 
in order to bring all the undertakings to the 
denomiaator. The only parts of the 
umlertakings affected by the bill were those 
concerned with getting coal out of the ground to 
the surface. Then it said that this series of 
undertakings should have their profits limited 
in respect of coal-getiing. The profits would be 
limited in this way. The output of the 
whole industry in tonnage, multiplied by 
ls. 2d., would give a figure which was 
the amount to be distributed in profits 
among the undertakings solely concerned with 
coal-getting. The method of distribution would 
be this. The fund would be divided among the 
various undertakings in proportion to the real 
siandard of profit of the coal-getting undertak- 
ings. They would pay income tax on the income 
actually received. In some respects the ar- 
rangement was complicated, hut the coal in- 
dustry was in such a position that it was abso- 
lutely necessary that eomething should be done. 
Certain pits had been allowed to export; others 
had not been allawed to export or supply bun- 
kers; so that there had been differentiation in 
control as between different pits, and that had 
worked hardly on those undertakings which were 
compelled to supply their output for inland con- 
sumption. If control were suddenly stopped, 
there would be absolute and coniplete chaos in 
the industry. For the last year arrangements 
had been made on the basis that this limitation 
of profits would be operative within the know- 
ledge of the House. The. whole basis of their 
finance was that there should be a limitation of 
profits. It was clearly necessary that they 
should have power to prevent the industry from 
failing into chaos. If the Government had not 
given am undertaking in March, this measure 
would clearly have taken a different form. If 
there had been no control, prices of inlafd coal 
would have gone to the world level, and some 
control would have had to be re-imposed. There- 
fore, some control was inevitable. 


PURELY AN EMERGENCY MEASURE. 

They were caught im a difficulty which arose 
directly out of the emetgency of the war, and 
this was purely an emergency meastre. The 
bill was one which embodied no principle of 
general application, but merely provided 
machinery for dealing with existing difficulties. 
It was limited in its application to the period 
of the financial year. The Government did not 
regard this as a sound principle. (Tronical 
cheers.) It was absolutely opposed to this 
method of dealing with the industry in normal 
times, but in an acute emergency things had to 
done which would not be done in normal 
They were dealing only with coal- 
getting, and leaving on one side all other in- 
dustries. The ls. 2d. suggested. by Mr. Justice 
Sankey did not include the profits arising from 
other parts of the coal undertakings. That was 
a very important point. The coal-owners must 
have believed that the ls. 2d. would be applied 
to every part of their undertakings; otherwise 
they would not have put/forward the figures 
they had. The truth was that le. 2d. a ton, 
averaged over the whole industry, and limited 
entirely to coal-getting, was a considerably big- 
ger profit than was ever earned in any average 
period before the war. That was recognised by 
Mr. Justice Sankey. In arriving at the profits, 
allowances and deductions would have to be 
made, and it would not be possible to give 
accurate figures until the end of the financial 
year. 


THE GOVERNMENT PLEDGED., 


He was authorised to state that the Govern- 
ment regarded itself as pledged to do its 
utmost to carry out the undertaking which 
it gave in good faith\in March. The Miners’ 
Federation had a good tase for saying that they 
understood that the supporters of the Go 
vernment accepted the Sankey report. A 
certain section of coal-owners said that they dis- 
liked the principle of the bill. He did not 
think that there was a principle. (Lavghter.) 
lt was not unprincioled. 1t was simply deveid 
of principle. (Laughter.) The question of 
principle did not arise. It simply was not 
there. It waa only a question of expediency as 
to the best way of mecting an emergency. It 
was merely an emergeacy measure to meet an 
emergency situation. It wae laid down de- 
finitely in the bill that this arrangement was to 
be limited to the one financial year, which had 
only four months to run, After that time, 
unless they returned to normal conditions, 
there would have to he some form-—he 
quite a different form--of regulating the dis- 
tribution of coal. Future policy in regard to 
coal was not touched upon in this hill, 

Replying to Lord Robert Cecil, Sir Auckland 
Geddes said that there might have to be some 
regulation of the price of ooal, and in that 
sense there would be an indirect limitation of 
profit, But, clearly and distinctly, the Go- 
vernment did not imtend to continue the direct 
limitation of ‘profits in anything like the form 
they had in thie bill. 


MH. LESLIE SCOTT, 

Mr. Leslie Scott said that the speech of the 
right hon, gentleman, while eign the 
House on many points, had left it with deep 
antiety regarding other points.

If the Government insisted on going on there 
would be a large number of their supporters 
who would find their cansciences, severely 
strained if they had to vote for a bill which was 
not wanted by the miners, and which everyone 
thought was a. thoroughly unsound and" dis- 
astrous measure. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Hartshorn pointed out that the miners’ 
representatives on the Sankey Commission did 
not report in favour of this method of solving 
the question of profits. They asked for an en- 
tirely different thing—nationalisation—and, 
therefore, they were in precisely the same poai- 
tion as they had been in all along. The coal- 
owners were not playing the game in kicking up 
all this fuses. The Sankey report was absolutely 
fair to the coal-owners in fixing 1s. 2d., and he 
did not object to the bill on that ground. What 
he said was that the Government were not carry- 
ing out of their pledge either in the letter or in 
the spirit. If the bill passed in ifs present form 
it would be impossiblé to avoid chaos. and 
terrific disruption in the industry after March 
Sist next, which would lead to consequences of 
the most fatal description. 


SIR E. CARSON MOVES THE 
ADJOURNMENT. 


Sir Edward Carson said that the bill was one 
of the most mischievous that he had read for a 
long time. He disliked the bill because he be 
lieved that any such measure would inevitably 
lead jo nationalisation. But the Government 
had given a pledge, and for a Government to 
break a pledge was a matier to make one 
pause. But as he looked at the situation now, 
it was entirely changed. The Labour Party, 
who were the other parties to the arrangement, 
said that the bill carried out no pledge, and 
Mr. Harthorn said that the passing of the bill 
would be disastrous. In these circumstanes 
they wanted ta know where they stood. The 
House wanted from the Government the clearest 
guidance as to how they viewed the fact of 
their pledge and the fulfilment of it having 
been now repudiated by the Labour party. In 
order that they might have an opportunity of 
hearing an answer from the Government, he 
moved the adjournment of the debate. 


MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. Bonar Law said" that he must confess 
that he was in a difficulty, and if it were not 
for the near approach of the end of the session 
he would at once agree to the adjournement of 
the debate, m order thall they. micht know 
where they were. (Hear, hear.) The Govern- 
ment had given a pledge to the miners, who 
took a ballot upon the question, whether ar 
not they would accept the Government's pro- 
posalss The ballot decided upon. acceptance, 
and it was obvious that no decision of the 
Labour party could free the Government from 
their pledge. Bat when a member of the 
Miners’ Federation now said that he preferred 
the continuance of the agreement, it put the 
matior in an entirely different position. (Hear, 
hear.) The Government were free to reconsider 
the matter. The difficulty was that all the 
finance of the year had been based upon the 
method which the Government had adopted of 
dealing with the coal industry, and if they went 
back to the coal mines agreement they would 
get into a financial position which might mean 
a serious loss to the Treasury. Under control, 
coal-masters were not allowed to sell their coal 
as they pleased. Some were compelled to 
sell it inland, at a fixed price, which in many 
cases was below the actual cost of getting the 
coal.. Under the present arrangement these 
owners were secured thew share of the profits 
which were made from selling coal for export. 
If they went back t the coal agreement, the 
coalowners who were making the enormous 
profits from coal sold for export would be 
allowed to keep them, and the Treasury 
would be called uron to make good the loses to 
the inland collieries. In view of the statement 
made by the representatives of the miners; 
he could not ask the House to take tho, second 
reading of the bill that night. What he wished 
to do was to have the exact financial effects 
of the change examined, so that they might 
know exactly what going back to the agree- 
ment would mean, from the point of view of 
fairness ta the coalowners and the Treasury. 
He hoped it might be possible to do that be- 
tween now and Friday. He was afraid it would 
not be possible to go back to the Coal Mines 
Agreement. They must find some other method 
of meeting the situation. He would accept the 
motion for the adjournment, on the under- 
standing that if the Government found it neces 
sary to ask the House to. allow the second 
reading to go on, account would be taken of 
the time already spent on the discussion of the 


bill. 
MR. BRACE, 


Mr. Brace said that. he felt like sympathising 
with the leader of the House. He eeemed to 
have got bimself and the House into an 
awkward situation. 

Mr. Bonar Law—I think it is the right hon: 
gentleman and his friends that have got us 
into this position. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Braco said that it would be a mistake 
for the Government to take the view that the 
Labour members were opposing the bil! be- 
cause they were not in favour of a limitation 
of profits. (Laughter.) They were most 
strongly in favour of it. What staggered them 
in. the bill wae that it provided for the end of 
the old order “at the end of March next, and 
they would be faced with a condition of chaos 
in the mining industry, and, indeed, a revolu- 
tionary atmosphere. This bill wiped away all 
the conditions of employment which exist now, 
ant they did not know what was to be put in 
ihe place of the present control. 

The adjournment was agreed to.

MR. ASQUITH AND THE 
COALITION, 


REPLY TO THE PRIME 
WHEN THE WAR WAS WON. 
Mr. Asquith attended last night a compli- 
mentary dinner givén in” the Manchester Re- 
form Club to Sir Benjamin Johnson, Chairman 
of the Lancashire and Cheshire Liberal Federa- 
tion, and Lady, Johnson. 
On rising to propóse ‘the health of Sir 
Benjamin and Lady Johnson, Mr. Asquith said 
that, in the course of last week, Mr. Lloyd 
George, when entertained in that room, took 
advantage of the occasion to make statements 
and address questions, which he invited him 
(Mr. Asquith) to notice. He would make a 
brief and clear response to that request. Mr. 
Lloyd George told them that three years ago ho 
severed party ties, because, unless there was a 
change in the war direction, and we quickened 
and imported new energy into the struggle, 
there was a real danger of the Allied cause 
being permanently damaged, if not lost. He 
said at the beginning of December, 1916, that 
Russia had practically collapsed, France was ex- 
hausted, and there was the suggestion that we 
were not playing our part. It is time that tho 
truth should be told, continued Mr. Asquith. 
My assertion is this—that never in the 
whole course of the war was the Allied cause 
conducted with more energy and effect than in 
1916; that no party to the Alliance made a 
greater, or as great, a contribution as the Go- 
vernment and the people of the Empire, and 
that in Décember, 1916, the aggressive power 
of the enemy was decisively broken, and the 
and 
speedy. victory. A more slovenly travesty of 
quite recent hi has never been presented 
by a responsible statesman. (Loud cheers.) He 
did not propose to deal on that occasion with 
the manner in which the transaction of Decem- 

ber, 1916, was brought about. 

THE ANTI-DUMPING BILL. 

That singular measure, the Anti-Dumping 
Bill, which Mr. Lloyd George assured them 
had been introduced to strengthen the Free 
Trade position, had just as hitije to do with 
the Paris resolutions as the cow with the 
crumpled horn had to do gwith the house that 
Jack built. (Laughter, and cheers.) . 1} was 
directed, not against the enemy, but was 
directed impartially against all ecountries—-our 
late enemies, neutrals—-he was pot sure that it 
was not also directed against oar” Dominions, 
and as they believed, worst of all, against the 
British consumer. (Cheers.) It pagsed his compre- 
henaion how anybody calling himself a Liberal 
could for one moment subscribe to such a fantas- 
tic and unconstitutional proposal. He was going 
to answer, to the best of hie ability, two ques- 
tions which the Prime Minister had pu® to him. 
What, he asked, would he have done with bis 
Unionist colleagues had he remained in power? 
Would he have called unon them to surrender 
their seats’; would he have tried to ex- 
communicate them?—a very curious question, 
for it ignored the. whole basis upon whieh ise 
Coalition was formed. It was formed upon the 
express understanding that none of them was 
compromising or surrendering in the least 
degree the principles and convictions that they 
had previously entertained, and that when the 
national emergency had passed they could re- 
vert to complete freedom of political and party 
activity. “I would never,” declared Mr. 
Asquith emphatically, “have joined a Coali- 
tion, nor would my Unionist colleagues have 
ever joined the Coalition upon any other terms. 
That emergency, in my opinion, was not at an 
end’ at the signing of the Armistice: It 
covered the peace, the formation and the safe- 
guarding, as a result of the war, of a new in- 
ternational situation, and therefore if the ques- 
tion is put to me,'I would never have consented 
to the trick election of December, 1918.” (Loud 
cheers.) What could be mofe ridiculous than 
to s@e, as at this moment, a set of honest 
men, of strong and ever intense conviction, 
solergniy sitting round a table and pretending 
to make believe that they had agreed upon 

and the government 
of Treland. 


OUR DOMESTIC POLICY. 

He invited them to look at the position from 
a Liberal point of view. Was he exaggerating 
or caticaturing when he said that the course of 
our domestic policy had been a séries of sig- 
sags, of rapid improvisation, of temporary ex- 
pedionts, of Ministerial contradictions, and of 
Parliamentary compromises. There was no 
coherence, no consistency, because there were 
no common convictions, and without common 
convictions they could not have a common 
policy. He was asked with whom he was going 
to associate and how could he get on without 
the Coalition. Well, it might be the credulity 
of old age, but he had a strong conviction that 
the Liberal Party were perfectly capable of 
undertaking the task of governing this country. 
(Cheers.) .

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT’S 
ADDRESS.

Sir Horace Plunkett, President of the Asso- 
ciation, occupied the chair, and there was @ 
large attendafice. | 

Before addréssing the meeting, the President 
moved :— 

This meeting desires to pay a tribute to the 
memory of a very fine Lrishman—the late Mr. Kad- 
ward Á. Stopford—who, while holding convinced and 
advanced political opinions all his life, found it com- 
patible with the hokling of those opinions to give 
his hearty support to the co-operative movement, 
His unsellish and unostentatious services earned (or 
him the high sct and sincere treagenip of all 
those who knew him. We commend to all w 
after him the fine example of his eleven years 
devoted service to the cause of cooperation, as 
worthy of their imitation. We lore his loss, but 
we feel that the example set by £ hearted 
devotion to our canee will not be lost, but rather 
will provide inspiration to other Irishmen to follow 


in his footsteps. 

He said that Mr. Stopford had given invalu- 
able service to the Society in an important and 
unostentatious way—that was to say, he paid 
attention to the finances of the Association, a 
work none but the personnel of the audit office 
properly appreciated. 

The motion was passed in silence. 

THE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Anderson (Secretary) reported the result 
of the annual election of the Committee, and 
mentioned that Sir Horace Plunkett and the 
Rev. Father Finlay had been unanimously 
elected as President and Vice-President, re- 
spectively. 

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT. 

The President, in moving the adoption of the 
Committees report, a s6ulmaery of which has 
already been published in the Jrish Times, said 
that he was glad that he was not again pre. 
vented, as he had so often been in recent years 
by circumstances beyond his control, from being 
present at what many held to be the most im. 
portant annual gathering of Irishmen. He 
thanked them, and his old friend and fellow- 
worker, Father Finlay, joined him in this, for 
permitting thom still to occupy the two chief 
posts of honour in the Society. Before calling 
their attention, on behalf of the Committee, to 
the main subjects dealt with in the report, he 
wished, on his own responsibility, to make a 
few observations on the two chief distinctive 
aspects of their movement—its avoidance of 
political and sectarian controversy and its en- 
deavour to embrace all classes and interests in 
the community it serves. It would be foolish to 
ignore the fact that their non-sectarian and 
non-political pledge had been more severely 
tested of late than at any time since the foun- 
dation of the movement. With the whole world 
gone mad, some of them who had, no liking, 
and, perhaps, as ii his own case, no qualifica. 
tion whatever, for euch action had felt it their 
duty to speak with freedom on other platforms 
on matters which they left sternly alone on 
this. I rewret the necessity, continued the Pre- 
sident, in my own case, for the 
part which j have felt bound to 
take in recent =cvcontroversies. But I 
am more then ever proud of those of my 
countrymen who, while disagreeing with me in 
other matters, none the leas trust me to be 
faithfgl to the service that is my life's work 
(Applause.) In this spirit 1 approach one ques 
tion which has a non-political bearing, which 
we can discuss, as well as h political bearing 
which we must leave aside. [i common 
knowledge that the Government are about to 
propose—and for all I know impose—a political 
settlement which will involve the division of our 
country for. purposes of legislation and adminis- 
tration. My view is that whether there be one, 
two, or twenty Irelands in other departments 
of Irish life, in the basic industry which we 
have been trying to re-mould through the life 
of a generation, there need be—there can be— 
but one Ireland. (Hear, hear.) We have al- 
ways held, and we have gone a long way to 
prove, that what, by intelligent and loyal co- 
operation, our farming community can do for 
itself is immeasurably more important than 
what the best of Governments can do for it 
We are only beginning to realise the advantage 
io the farmers of supplying their needs and 
disposing of their product in the largest 
way For let us never forget that we 
have set ourselves the task of building up a 
new rural civilisation, and in its maim lines our 
plan has been approved—and I may say largely 
followed—by Ea rural communities in 
many parts of the world. It would be a bitter 
disappointment to them, and, in my judg- 
ment, a lowering of the dignity, status, and 
efficiency of our movement, if we ceased to em- 
brace every type of agricultural Lrishman, whose 
working together towards the common end of 
economic and social advancement has often 
prevented friends of Ireland from giving us up 
in despair. We have been more than insular 
in our work and aims—let us never be less. 
(Applause.), Passing to the other distinctive 
aspect of their movement—the understanding 
between them that they should, as far as 
possible, make their work of organisation bene- 
ficial to all members of the rural community, 
he said that in the early days it was a matter 
of regret to all of them that the benefite to the 
farm labourers were inadequate and too direct, 

OBSTACLE TO PROGRESS, 

But now came a new and a very serious 
obstacle to their progress. The social upheaval 
spreacing over the world would, im all proba- 
bility, not be abated without reforms amounting 
perhaps to the creation of a new social order. 
In the coming changes the co-operative move- 
ment would have a great part to play. It was 
extremely gratifying to him, and he was sure 
it must be to everyone present, to note the 
progress which the cooperative idea was 
making, both in town and country, in Ire 
land. (Hear, hear.) This movement of thought 
had advanced so rapidly of late that there was 
good reason to beheve that the dream of a 
co-operative commonwealth—one in which the 
workers would increasingly become capitalists 
through co-operative ownership—may find its 
first realisation in this country. If this should 
happen it would be no miracle, no great effect 
without adequate cause. It would be the work- 
ng out of a truth insisted upon by the founders 
of this movement thirty years ago, that there 
had survived in the Irish people from remote 
antiquity @ real co-operative spirit. There was, 
therefore, good soil, and if ever in the long his- 
tory of human progress good seed was sown, it 
was the co-operative seed, which, for now more 
than fifteen years, George Russell—that amazing 
combination of poet, painter, philosopher, and 
economist—(applause)—had becn sowing on the 
co-operative soil in Ireland. But before this 
dream could come true, Irish agricultare would 
be faced with ite own share of the universal 
Labour troubles, and he wanted te submit for 
their consideration some thoughts as to the way 
in which they might help towards the avoid- 
ance of unnecessary friction and the - settling 
of disputes as they arise. 


WORKERS AND DAIRYING OPERATIONS. 


Labour met only attached paramount im- 
portance to being ilself organised, but ifs beat 
thinkers were always glad to recognise, and be 
recognised, by other organisations. The co- 
operative movement did not organise employers 
or employed as such—it organised both. It con- 
ducted an industry of national importance, as 
to one branch of which-—dairying—it was easen- 
tial that there should be the minimum of fric- 
tion. The employés of that industry had every 
right, not only to a living wage, but to a wage 
that has due regard to the somewhat exacting 
demands it makes upon ite workers. Ii was a 
seven days’ industry. None of our ecientific 
breeders had yet evolved a six-day cow. The 
workers were in a peculiarly strong position 
if their demands were not met, but in aasert- 
ing their rights they might easily ruin the 
industry, and fear of this had made farmers 
hesitate to maintain their dairying operations 
to an extent which co-operative organisation had 
enabled them to extend it. He thought in 
these peculiar eonditions he might gest io 
the Labour leaders that they should, when any 
trouble arises in the societies, confer in the 
first instamee with the 1.4.0.8. lis tatives 
who meet them should have technical knowledge 
of the indúnatry and the Labour representatives 

knowledge of agricultural conditions. 
Perhaps, too, there should be set 
up locally «mall bedies of men, representative 
of farmers and labourers, presided over by eome- 
one of knéwh impartiality, to whom any labour 
dispute would be submitted the moment it arises, 
gó that all the bitterness of conflict, ag well as 
the disastrous ponsequences of such troubles as 
strikes in this veritable key industry of our 
agricultural economy might be avoided.

That it ise the duty of the co-operative socictics 
in the agricultural cooperative movement in Ireland 
to maintain an independent and efficient central 
organisation as being more than ever necessary for 
the extension of the cooperative policy amongst 
Irish farmers, and for the protection of their in: 
tereste ansiled: and with the object of helping to 
render our central organisation, the LA.O.S., free 
from the anxiety and expense of making special 
appeals io the co-operative soc tier for funds, that 
a special committe, be formed, representative of 
the socwties, to collect sufficient money to meet in 
full the costs iwmeurred in the case of MeEiliatrim 
v. Ballymacelligott Cooperative Society, and for 
the creation of a permanent. defence fund for the 
Irish co-operative agricultural movement; that steps 
to this end te taken immediately by the 1.4.0.8 

Rev. M. O'Flanagan seconded, and the resolu. 
tion was carried. 

SUPPORT THE CENTRAL BODY. 

Mr. Anderson said that at the last annual 
meeting he made a special appeal to the 
societies to contribute funde to place the cen- 
tral body in a position of independence. The 
response was very disappointing. Some socictics 
had paid their tribute, and some far more, 
hut others had failed in their obvious duty. he 
L.A.O.8. was etill dependent on the generosity 
of the  philanthropwt and the gooá: 
will of the Treasury for. the major 
portion of its moome. Ite beneficiaries, the 
organised farmers, complacently accepted 
these precarious doles, and did not question, 
still less acknowledge, the sources from which 
they came. In order to justify the faith they 
proclaim, Irish co-®perators should begin to 
“show their faith by their works,” and he put 
it to them plaimly that every society should 
contribute a eum equal to one half-penny in 
the £ of its turnover in 1918, and continue to 
do so as long as the 1.A.0.8. gave satisfaction 
in the conduct of the movement that it had 
brought mto existence. (Applause.) 

UNITED IRISHWOMEN. 

The Countess of Fingall, a delegate from the 
United Irishwomens Society, said that the 
women's agitation had got them votes, but now 
their cry was not votes, but goats (laughter), 
and she hoped that they would be as victorious 
in their movement as they were in the matter 
of the franchise. There were, she said, at the 
end of last year 218,978 female goats in 
Ireland, not including the kids of the country. 
Cn an average they give a quart per day all 
the year round, which amounts to, roughly 
speaking, about 19 million gallons per annum. 
The computation shows that the goat is not 
to be despised as a milk-producing animal. The 
«uantity produeed could be greatly increased if 
more care was teken with the breeding of the 
animals. The period of lactation in the [rich 
goat is short, but if it was properly fed and 
housed it would probably be much lengthened,

An adjourned meeting of Convocation of the 
National University of Ireland was held last 
evening at Earlsfort terrace, Dublin—Right Hon. 
M. F. Cox, M.D., presiding. There was a large 
atiendance. : 

A report was stiibmitted from the Affnual Com- | 
mittee in regard to alleged misrepresentations 
of the National University in the British Press. | 
The Committee expreesed its regret and surprise 
at the tone of recent articles in various English 
journals, end especially at the conduct of Bir 
Bertram Windle, late Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, in transferring a domestic issue of 
the National University to English journals for 
discussion and controversy. The censorious 
nature of his references to the University, in @ 


á 


was particularly referred to in the report. 

On the motion of Rev. Professor Corcoran, tho 
report was adopted, and a diréction was given 
to the Committee to take any steps that it de 
sired with regard to publishing and circulating 
the report. | 

The report of the Annual Committee, recom: | 
mending the setting up of various sub-com- 
mittees, was also adopted. 

Mr. P. McGilligan, M.A., proposed :— 

That, while an ample increase of educational 
grants is long overdue to Ireland by those who have 
assumed power to tax and overtax ihe Irish people, 
Convocation is of opinion that any legisiative action 
which would concentrate power over Irish educa 
tional systems into the hands of a Minister ap 
pointed by a foreign Power, and responsible to a 
foreign Legislature, would be utterly opposed to the 
well-being of the National University, because it 
would be utterly unacceptable to the Irish people. 
He explained that the resolution did not appeal 
to any foreign body for any further aid, but it 
conveyed their recognition of the fact that 
education and teachers had been starved in this 
country. The resolution condemned the scheme | 
at present before the English House of Com- | 
mons on general grounds. That scheme was go | 
thick with imperfections and defects that it 
would be absolutely unsuitable. Convocation 
should refuse to consider it, because it concen- 
trated power on an irresponsible authority, and 
one not under the control of the Irish people. 

Mr. Hayes seconded the motion. 

MR. JOHN MACNEILL AND SALARIES. 

Mr. John MacNeill, in supporting the resolu- 
tion, suggested an alteration in the opening of 
the resolution to read: “ That, while the share 
of Irish revenue due to Irish education has long 
been withheld.’ He said that the condition cf 
things with regard to the non-use of Irish funds 
tor Irish education had reached a position more 
scandalous and more shameless than ever before. 
His own fixed salary was £600 a year, and to 
that was recently added a £200 bonus. He 
could not imagine, from his personal experience, | 
how it was possible for primary and secondary 
teachers in Ireland to exist on the allowance 
which was at present meted out to them. Their 
position was nothing short of inhuman, and he 
felt certain that many of the teachers who had 
families were at present living not in any con- 
siderable measure on the emoluments of their 
office as teachers, but on independent means, or 
on the charity and the benefits that they de- 
rived from their friends. And an attempt was 
being made throngh a legislative propose! to put 
the screw on the teachers to compe! their adhe- 
sion to a repugnant proposal by making their 
remuneration conditional on their support of 
such proposal. That was the object, which was 
inhuman and scandalous, which was held up 
before them. Every branch of education was 
starved. It was not merely that the teachers 
were not receiving a living: wage, but that in 
the equipment of schools and such institutions 
as the National University the deliberate policy 
was starvation, in the hope that being hungry | 
they would become amenable. At present their 
University was attempting to carry on iis work | 
on substantially the same revenue as five years 
ago. There were other things with which a 
contrast could be instituted. While a depute 
tion from the Irish teachers was in London 
pleading and begging for that share in the 
country's revenue that their country would only 
be too glad to give them, at that very moment 
a legislative proposal was adopted giving an 
additional sum of £800,000 per annum to the 
armed police of the country. It used to be a 
reproach that the Irish were an unlettered 
people; apparently now it was more desirable 
that they should be political than educated. He | 
differed from Mr, Hayes that they had not the | 
control of this matter of Irish revenue in their 
own hands. It was impossible to tax any free 
people against théir will. They had not yet 
reached the stage in Ireland with regard to the 
redress of such grievances as America had | 
reached when the Boston harbour was con- 
verted into the largest teapot in the world— 
(laughter)—but there were many ways in which 
a free people could control their revenue, and pre- 
vent themselves from being overtaxed, and it only 
remained for the Irish people to make up their 
minds that the time had comie for them to re- 
fuse to pay unjust taxation, when they would 
find it easily possible to make the collection of 
unjust taxation impossible. (Applause.) He 
said that because he was speaking in the 
presence of a body which was developing into 
one of the most influential bodies of public 
opinion in Ireland, and what he said would not 
be lost sight of If the people of Ireland 
could realise that the most important of their 
worldly concerns was the concern of. education 
then they would act together with the same 
firmness of purpose which they showed in the 
action they took over the proposal to force them 
military service. And when 
they realised that the matter was one of even 
greater Wnportance-—-permanent importance 
at any rate, then they would be on the high 
road to the solution of their own é¢ducational 
problems, without taking the trouble to de- 
nounce the legislative action which might be 
proposed vy those who had been well described 
as “birds of passage.” (Applause.) 

MINERS AND TEACHERS. 

Miss Agnes O'Parrelly stated that it was a 
great relief to read the pronouncement of the 
bishops, in which they condemned the Educa- 
tion Bill. The idea of asking the teachers to 
support the bill on the ground that their 
salaries would be increased was just the sort 
of thing that they would expéct from the 
Janus-like people in authority. The remunera- 
tion of education was becoming a very serious 
matter at the moment when physical work was 
more remunerative than mental work There 
surely must be a great revolution of thought 
when suche a estate of affairs existed. In 
London recently she met some Welsh 
people who told her that miners could be seen | 
going to work in motor cars. She never saw an 
Irish professor or teacher motoring to work. | 
Miners, she was told, frequently earned £20 a | 
week. She thought that all Universities should | 
raise their voice against the inadequate endow. | 
ment of primary and secondary education in 
Ireland 

Mr. L. J. Murray asked how were teachers | 
going to live, and what action was Convocation | 
prepared to take on their behalf. They cer- 
tainly could not exist on their present salarics 
with a minimum of £1600, a minimum that had | 
a tendency to become a maximum. Some 
teachers, by dint of pleading their cause, had 
succeeded in attaining a standard of £180, while , 
some of the Dublin achools had recently raised 
their salaries to £170. (Laughter.) While the | 
cout of everything had gone up during the war 
the cost of education in Ireland remained at ite 
pre-war level. People who could afford it should | 
contribute increased achcoi fees. 

Mr. McLoughlin declared that it was time 
their representatives should consult with the 
Bishops as to setting up an educational system 
of their own, (Applause.) The British scheme 
proposed to put education on the rates, Why 
could not their native Irish Government, the 
only Government they recognised, do the same” | 

A lady graduate remarked that women had to ;

Mr. Dolan expressed the view that if the Lrish
